"“1 do not think there was any inten-
tlon to decelve any one,” aald Cashier
Bherm of the Gullatin Natlonal Bank,
thin fng "' It conld not hyve had a
serious Mffect any way, and :h:re was
no rensen for concealment,

“It appears that the fact
concealed at any time from
Department, and 1 should think that
would settle the matter.

Idea of MoKane et Al

Sutherland and Newton
Grabbed All Fines.

Muddie After Muddle In the Graves-
end Accounts.

The Cltizens' Committee Investiguting
the irregularities in the aecounts of John
Y. McKane, tosdny furnished Lawyer
George F. Elllott with more data for
the court procecdings which he proposes
to tike,

Within the last twenty-four hours the
Committes have brought oy light the
most Aagrant cawes of fraud, and there
longer n dontit that MeKane de-
fenuded the town out of several hundred
thousand dollnrs,

Ho conclunive |x the evidence brought
out by the Committes that the most
intimate friends of MceKane are glving
up the task of attempting to prove his
Innocence, They have turned all thelr
attention to hindering the work of the
Committes,

Lawyer Elllott says their endeavors
to shield Mceliane wre useless, as the
evidence furnlghed so far by the Com-
mittes Ix beyvond guestion, It not only
proves McKane's gullt, but shows that,
under hin proteetion, other officianls have
been robblng the taxpavers of the town
for years., The only question with the
Committes now {a to determine the ex-
net amount stolen

Contractor O'Rourke and James Me-
Kane now deny that they have had an
cxpert at work on McKune's books, The
trouble is, It was learned from another
source to-dny, that they have examined
MeKuane's accounts, und nre unable any
longer to shield him.

The eontrnctors who have done work
In  Gravesend are now up In  armse
agalnat MeKane. They are furnishing
the Committee with many new facts,
threaten the ex-Bupervisor with innu-
meralile sults,

According to thelr statements, Me-
Kane not only robbed the town and its
taxpayers, also  defrauded con-
tractors out of the money due them.

In the matter of the seandal attend-
Ing the erection of the electric lighting
plant, the Committee have learned that
the 320,000 drawn from the appropriation
by McKane on Nov. 3 was to pay Plerce
& Mliler, of 42 Cortlundt strest, New
York, for the bollers, which they fur-
nished.

he firm never recelved the money,
and It 1= belleved now McKane appro-
priated the money for the purposs of
paying flonters who swelled the vote of
the town election day.

Altogether (the ommittee nave learned
that MeKane drew 3,000 from the elec-
trie llighting plant appropriation which
wis due contractors, but which they
clalm now was never pald,

If all MeKane's vietims bring solt to
recover the anmounts due them and judg-
ments are obtained. there will be little
or nothing left of hig property at
Gravesend and Coney Isaland

The money which McKane's friends are
trying to ralse on his property, 1t is sald,
18 Intended to pay these contractors und
wevent the sults belng brought. Me-

une's friends are trying to ralse $60.-
000 for this purpose, but so far, It is anld,
they have been unable o negotlate s
single loan,

One of the most recent disclosures 18
that since Aug, 1. 1881, untll Dec. 30 lnst
the County Treasurer's books show that
only $100 has been returned by the Jus-
tices of Gravesend for fines collected
durlng that time. This amount came
from Justice Gladding. who has always
been regarded us on the outer fringe
of the McKane ring. In more than two
yvenrs Justices Newton and Sutherland
Aald not turn oven to the County Treasur-
¢r & penny for fines collected,

Justiee Gladding s _under indietment
with other members of the Town Board
for omitting to rexdistrict the town. He
recently refused to vote with Sutherland
and Newton for McKaone's successor, and
during the relgn of the chief only a
small portion of the patronage of the
I#land was given to him.

Whereabouts of the Convicted
Gravesend Justicen Mystery.

Missing from His Home and Usual
Haunts Last Night.

Court OMclals Somewhat Uneasy
Over Hix Disappearance.

Kenneth F. Hutherland, the favorite
Pollee Justice of ex-Chief Moekuane, wha
wia convicted lnat evening of oppres-
sion, which calls for tmprisonment for
W year in the penitentiary besides a
heavy fine, hns made himself  very
acarce  ever slnce the wverdict the
Jury was announe 1.

At Sutherland'sh ome In Gravesend,
this morning, It was #ald that he had
not been there during the night, and a
reporter of " The Evening World” was
Informed that he wng probably in
Rrooklyn ut the office of his counsel,
Mr. Backus

A reporter called there several (imes
Aduring the morning, but the lawyer had
not been ¢ oen then,

A clerk, who was In charge of the
office, sald he expected Mr. Backus in
any tlme. He thought that his chief
knew where Sutherland was, and that the
latter would turn up all Fight to-morrow,

Others who had seen Mr, Backus
earlier In the morning stated that he had
appeared to he very much worrled and
that he had had nothing to say about
Butherinnd’'s whereabouts,

Ex-Sherift Furey, who la Sutherland's
bondsman, was seen to-day. He did not
appear to be alarmed and sald that he
thought Sutherland would appear In
court to-morrow, and that he was only
kesplng out of the way to avold un-
Pleasant callers wnd Interviewers,

Later In the day Lawyer Backus was
Been. He sald that he heard nothing
from Justice Sutherland th's marning,
and did not know where he was. He
didn ot know elther where Justice Suth-
eriand passed the night.

When Sutherlund left the court-room
yesterduy afternoon he went o New
York and informed Lawyver Backus of
an address where he could bLe found
within an hour.
